always been thoroughly in accord with you 
in your contention that you are entitled to 
control, through the advisory council posses- 
sing your confidence, the capenditure of the 

territorial revenues, 

I also regret that owing to a ~g / of 
you withholding your confidence from any 
council which does not claim for you the 
control of the Dominion funds, [| have had to 
retain the services of a council whose views 
upon this question are not those of the major- 
ity. It is only just that I should here pay to 
the members of the advisory council a tribute 
of acknowledgment for the constant and 
vatriotic attention wiven by them to the var 
ous details of the territorial administration 
under their control, 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Legisla

I earnestly that the clrounstances 
which have tended to make this session « 
memorable one, may result favorably for the
